They cnn be exported and 
imported duly free, lurther- 
more they cannot be bought for 
dollars or sterling, or any cur- 
reney save Uhat whieh jinutes 
in the brain of lexieographer or 
philologist, There is one par 
triotic need to dehydrate, the 
English tongue like so many 
fresh exes te be cratomed inte 
aoxmall package No printer's 
deyil could harm langage so 
much as some of these theerists 
who forget that) words have 
grown beyond the pieture xvi 
bol stage of their infaney te 
sounds conjuring up countless 
different images and allusions, 
Were they spelled diff-rently, 
often half the charm would fly: 

The other day, for example, a 
correspondent referred to ancil- 
lary trades, summoning up a 
vision oof trades which are 
hand-maidens (Ke a ltormina 
“anedlla’) to more important 
industries, ‘Trades thus dgs- 
cribed seem to trip realistically 
along to the reader whose 
school Latin is less remote than 
his industrial knowledge.
